Wed nesd ay afternoon Com­ 
mu nist troops pou red ou t of their 
sanctu aries in Cambod ia and 
Laos and attacked U.S. a nd 
Sou th Vietnamese u nits near 
Tay Ninh and Dak Seang. They 
were beaten back with heav y 
casu alties. 


At least 53 North Vietnamese 
and Viet C^Jong were reported 
killed . 
The 
assau lts 
were 
lau nched against a U.S. 11th 
Armored Cav alry fire su pport 
base three miles from the 
Camobod ian bord er in Tay 
Ninh Prov ince, abou t 70 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


Farther to the north, the 
Red s attacked a battalion of 
the 42nd Sou th Vietnamese 
Infantry Regiment and also 
were repelled . The gov ernment 
forces reported 35 Commu nists 
were killed . The assau lt was 
lau nched abou t one-half mile 
east of the besieged Dak Seang 
Special Forces Base, 290 miles 
northeast of Saigon.

Washington (UPI) — Presi­ 
d ent Nix on W e d n e s d a y 
postponed u ntil the first of nex t 
week his u pd ated report to the 
nation on Vietnam. 
Nix on’s 
press 
secretary , 
Ronald L. Ziegler, said the 
Presid ent d ecid ed to d elay the 
nationally broad cast spi^ch, 
sched u led for Thu rsd ay night, 
becau se he “d oesn’t want to 
preempt telev ision time while 
there is a concentration on the 
safe retu rn of Apollo 13.” 
No specific new time was set 
for the Vietnam speech, in 
which 
the 
Presid ent 
was 
believ ed planning to annou nce 
a 
f u r t he r 
U.S. 
troop 
withd rawal. 
Ziegler 
said 
Nix on 
had 
gratefu lly receiv ed offers of 
assistance in the rescu e of the 
Apollo 13 astronau ts from the 
Sov iet Union and other cou n­ 
tries. 
He consid ers the gestu res 
“ou tstand ing ex amples of in- 
t e r n a t i on a l cooperation,” 
Ziegler said , bu t has been in­ 
formed by space officials that 
foreign assistance will not be 
requ ired for rescu e as the pic­ 
tu re now stand s.

Apollo 13 command er James 
A. Lov ell Jr. will be at the 
controls. 
The other crewmen, Fred W. 
Haise Jr. and Joi)n L. Swigert 
Jr., will assist him by read ing 
instru ment panels. 
The engine bu rn was slated 
for Wed nesd ay night, bu t cou ld 
be d one later if Mission Control 
changes its mind .

On its present cou rse, flight 
d irectors said , Apollo 13 wou ld 
come in at too shallow an angle 
and miss by 104 miles. 
That wou ld send it looping 
arou nd the backsid e of the 
earth (the sid e opposite the 
entry approach) and into an 
ellipitcal orbit that wou ld take 
it thou sand s of miles into 
space. 
It wou ld continu e whirling on 
this path. Bu t the astronau ts, 
alread y fighting to stay aliv e 
on short su pplies of water, 
power and ox y gen, wou ld not 
su rv iv e long. 
Neither the grou nd nor the 
astronau ts appeared concern­ 
ed . They had confid ence that 
the engine wou ld work, ju st as 
it d id Tu esd ay night when it 
fired for far longer, 4 minu tes 
and 24 second s, to speed u p the 
ship’s retu rn to earth after it 
had looped arou nd the moon. 
This pu t the astronau ts in line 
for a splashd own in the Sou th 
Pacific. 
Apollo 13 left the d ominance 
of the moon’s grav ity and felt 
the earth’s influ ence at 7:38 
a.m. CST. It was 208 ,027 miles 
from earth and 38 ,8 94 miles 
from the moon at the time. 
The astronau ts were looking 
ahead toward splashd own, well 
aware it will be preced ed by a 
tou gher-than-normal retu rn in­ 
to earth’s atmosphere. The 
pilots mu st jettison their ru p­ 
tu red serv ice mod u le and the 
tru sty lu nar mod u le that sav ed 
their liv es, and d iv e into the 
atmospheric blanket in the 
cone-shaped command mod u le. 
Grou nd commu nicator Jack 
Lou sma asked Haise, “How 
wou ld y ou like to spend a week 


on a aircraft carrier getting 
back?” 
“If I cou ld get on an aircraft 
carrier, I d on’t care how long it 
takes, Jack,” replied Haise, 
who was stand ing watch in the 
lu nar mod u le as Lov ell and 
Swigert got a few hou rs of long- 
ov erd u e sleep. 
Haise reported sighting what 
appeared to be some new v ent­ 
ing of a gas from the serv ice 
section early Wed nesd ay . This, 


he said , prod u ced “ thou sand s 
of sparklies” that looked like 
stars. He also sighted ou tsid e a 
fou r-inch-squ are piece of shiny 
metal, apparently broken off 
the serv ice mod u le.

estimated was Nebraska’s 1968 
popu lation—the biggest single 
y early ju mp of the entire 
d ecad e.' 
“Ou r estimates ind icate that 
ou tmigration from the state 
has been su bstantially slowed 
d u ring the 1960s and particu ­ 


larly since 1965 ,” said Bu reau 
Director E. S. Wallace. 
Bu t the popu lation migration 
within the state from ru ral to 
u rban 
areas 
— 
especially 
larger u rban areas — con­ 
tinu es. 
Increases in estimated u rban 
popu lation accou nt for the 1969 
rise. 
Of 
the 
30,8 08 
statewid e 
popu lation gain, 22,234 came in 
only three of Nebraska’s 93 
cou nties — Dou glas, Lancaster 
and Sarpy . Dou glas Cou nty ’s 
estimated popu lation ad v anced 
from 406,15 3 to 420,8 06, Lan­ 


caster’s from 167,642 to 173,369 
and Sarpy ’s from 61,720 to 
63,5 74. 
Within the city of Lincoln, the 
bu reau said popu lation in one 
y ear climbed from 140,053 to 
145 ,95 9. 
Omaha’s 
popu lation 
was said to hav e zoomed from 
340,478 in 1968 to 35 3,477 a y ear 
later. 


Wallace conced ed the real 
test of the U n i v e r s i t y ’ s 
estimating accu racy will arriv e 
later this y ear when d etailed 
1970 fed eral censu s information 
begins flowing.

The driv e fo r meaningful efficiencies in 
go v ernmental co sts get a littie disco uraging at 
times.

Many Nebraskans co ncerned with rising 
tax es leap immediately o n state go v ern­ 
ment as the number o ne culprit. Certainly 
ev ery effo rt must be made to get full v alue 
fro m state ex penditures. But if state go v ern­ 
ment were abo lished entirely , it wo uld remo v e 
less than 10% o f a Nebraskan’s to tal tax bill. 
*

* 
The mo st pro mising po ssibility fo r co st-cutting 
is at the lo cal lev el. Lo cal subdiv isio ns acco unt fo r 
nearly 25% o f Nebraska’s to tal tax pay ments, 
co unting lo cal pro perty tax es and the $64 millio n 
distributed to lo cal go v ernments fro m state sales 
and inco me tax es. 
Witho ut cutting serv ices, it wo uld seem that 
eco no mies co uld 
be realized 
fro m 
better 
o rganizatio n o f the many small lo cal units o f 
go v ernment. 
Still, there appears to be little chance o f co n­ 
so lidating any o f Nebraska co unties. Do uglas 
Bereuter o f the State Planning Department ex ­ 
pressed the belief recently that there still “will be 
93 co unties in the y ear 2000.”

Arno ld Ruhnke, ex ecutiv e secretary o f the 
Nebraska Co unty Officials Asso ciatio n, co n­ 
tends that co nso lidating co unties wo uld no t 
necessarily sav e public ex penditures. He 


questio ns whether co nso lidating cities and 
co unties wo uld really eliminate duplicatio n o f 
serv ices.

As a co nscientio us researcher and respected 
fo rmer legislato r, Ruhnke’s v iews canno t be dis­ 
co unted. Yet it stands to reaso n that so me 
rev isio n o f the century - o ld structure o f 
l o c a l 
go v ernment in Nebraska might pro v e eco no mical. 
The who le subject appears to deserv e far mo re 
serio us ex aminiatio n than it has had to date. 
In the meantime, there is no reaso n no t to 
pursue v igo ro usly tho se pro spectiv e av enues o f 
eco no mies that mo st o bserv ers agree wo uld be 
effectiv e. 
Ruhnke repo rts, fo r instance, that his studies 
sho w definite financial adv antages fo r abo lishing 
the to wnship fo rm o f go v emment in tho se co unties 
that hav e it. State o fficials and go v emment ex ­ 
perts po lled by the (Co nstitutio nal Rev isio n Co m­ 
missio n o v erwhelming fav o r eliminating to wnship 
go v ernments. 
Ruhnke and o thers also feel sav ings co uld be 
realized fro m co nso lidating so me indiv idual o f- 
fices amo ng smaller co unties, such as co unty 
judge, assesso r o r engineer. ^ 


It may be that so me suggested eco no mies, 
such as co unty co nso lidatio n, lo o k better o n 
paper than in practice. But it is impo ssible to 
believ e that OTganizatio nal impro v ements 
canno t be made. And the crusade to ward that 
end sho uld co ntinue.

When there is a great to -do abo ut “law and 
o rder,” all to o o ften the demand fo r strict en­ 
fo rcement seems to center o n y o uth o r mino rity 
gro ups demo nstrating o n the streets o r cam­ 
puses.

So me o f these gro ups hav e turned to 
v io lence and breaking o f laws which they 
believ e are unjust o r unfairly administered. 
Perhaps these are the o nes mo st o ften at lo g­ 
gerheads with the law because they hav e had 
little o r no t part in making the laws.

That argument falls sho rt when defiance o f 
the law is by the go v erno r o f a state, ev en tho ugh 
the o ffensiv e law is federal, because states are a 
part o f the federal sy stem. 
Go v . Claude Kirk o f Flo rida put himself abo v e 
the federal law o n an issue which wo uld find many 
suppo rters but there can be no appro v al o f his 
appro ach. The federal co urt o rder inv o lv ed the 
busing o f students in Bradento n, Fla. 
He defied the o rder, making a big issue o f 
diso bedience o f the law, befo re finally bo wing to 
federal po wer. In defy ing the o rder the go v erno r 
was defy ing the federal sy stem and gav e a lesso n 


in what to do fo r all who disappro v e o f a law—defy 
it.

In Jessup, la., in respo nse to co mplaints 
abo ut fast-driv ing teenagers,

department set up a radar speed check. Who 
did they catch? 
Fo urteen speeders, all 
adults!

It wo uld be unfair to make a statement to the 
effect that these speeders might all be stro ng “law 
and o rder” pro po nents. But in adult and “respect­ 
able” circles it has been all to o co mmo n to think 
so me laws 
were 
made 
fo r 
o ther 
peo ple. 
Yo ungsters learn that early , when their parents 
break speed laws, lie abo ut their inco mes, etc., 
etc. Just little breaches may be, bu t. . . 
The real fo undatio n o f law and o rder is 
resp^t fo r the law and tho se in high autho rity o r 
civ ilian pursuits sho uld set the pattern.

Go v . Kirk has do ne his state and his 
co untry a great disserv ice. The Bradento n 
scho o l bo ard, which cho se the ro ad o f law, by 
co ntrast has set a great ex ample fo r the 
students under their care. 
Studded Tires in April 


It’s hard to believ e that men and wo men 
who are residents o f Nebraska — as members 
o f the state Legislature

apparently 
is 
what t h e 
legislato rs o f the 1969 sessio n tho ught in 
decreeing that studded sno w tires had to 
be remo v ed fro m auto mo biles in the state 
by that mid-April date.

In o rder fo r all studded tires to be remo v ed 
by the 15th, o bv io usly many Nebraskans are 
go ing to hav e to hav e them taken o ff a week 
o r two ahead o f that date; they can’t aU rush 
into their serv ice statio ns o n the last day . 
All o f which means that a go o d many 
Nebraska driv ers are go ing to be defenseless 
against winter driv ing hazards during mo st o f 


the mo nth o f April; and, as pro v ed o nce again 
by the sev ere sto rm -in no rthwest and no rth 
central parts o f the state this week, Nebraska 
can hav e so me rip-sno rting winter blasts any 
time in April. 
The studded tires may be slightly mo re wear 
o n streets and highway s. But they are pro v en 
effectiv e o n ice and sno w. And their added 
co st is a go o d guarantee that mo st driv ers are 
no t go ing to leav e them o n their cars any later 
in the spring than necessary .

Acco rding to the Gallup po ll,

President’s Vietnam po licies has

been 
steadily dro pping since 
January . Tho se in fav o r are no w

belo w 50%. While no o ne can pretend to read 
the ex act meaning o f this dwindling appro v al, 
it signifies at the v ery least that there is a 
limit to American patience with the co ntinuing 
war.

But o ther sets o f numbers sho w no reaso n 
to believ e that the war wUl so o n be slackening. 
The enemy has finally adjusted to the spo iling 
tactics o f the American co mmander, Gen. 
Creighto n Abrams. As a result, the Co mmunists 
a re increasing the pace o f their activ ities.

But at the same time, the Co mmunists hav e 
learned to cut their o wn lo sses. 
No o ne can be ex actly sure o f the meaning 
o f these numbers. But it lo o ks as tho ugh the 
o ther side has settled to a strategy that featiues 
keeping up the pressure at a minimum lo ss 
fo r a lo ng, lo ng time. And that impressio n is 
reinfo rced by enemy actio ns in Lao s and against 
the anti4Jo mmunist regime which recently o usted 
Prince No ro do m Sihano uk in Cambo dia. 
These enemy actio ns hav e bro ught a so imding 
o | alarms in many quarters. President Nguy en 
Van TWeu o f So uth Vietnam has called fo r 
a slo wdo wn In the withdrawal o f American tro o ps 
and a mo re v igo ro us assault against the Co m- 


munist fo rces in Vietnam. His v iews are plainly 
shared by so me o f the American military in 
Washingto n, and no t a few o f the so ldiers and 
civ ilians in Saigo n.

An almo st o ppo site co urse has been ad­ 
v o cated by certain civ ilian o fficials in the State 
Dept, and Pentago n. They hav e pushed fo r new 
mo v es to get the Paris peace talks o ff dead 
center. Using the o utburst o f fighting in Lao s 
and Cambo dia as a peg, they hav e called fo r 
rev iv al o f the Genev a co nference co v ering all 
o f Indo china.

But these pressures hav e made almo st no 
dent o n the administratio n. Rather they hav e 
surfaced fo r a day o r two as news sto ries and 
then disappeared. 
In this v iew the right po licy is the steady 
passing o f military burdens fro m American to 
So uth Vietnamese tro o ps — Vietnamizatio n. The 
theo ry is that the American public will sit still 
fo r this po licy as lo ng as there is a co ntinued 
mo v ement o f Americans o ut o f Vietnam. The 
o ther side, it is argued, will see the withdrawal 
as 
serio us 
and 
ev entually 
nego tiate 
with 
Washingto n o n fav o rable terms — rather than 
waiting to hav e to make a deal with Saigo n. 
The fighting in Lao s and Cambo dia, by o v erex ­ 
tending Hano i, will o nly put mo re pressure o n 
the co mmunists to co me to terms. 
In sho rt, the Nix o n administratio n is o n the 
v erge o f being ho o ked by its o wn prescriptio n.

I receiv e ex actly the same pay 
that a teacher with o ne y ear’s 
ex perience receiv es.

The high costs of developing 
such a system have held back 
any material progress towards 
space rescue.

Tlie Battle for ‘Quiet Time’ 


One evening last summer a college student and I were 
sitting on the front lawn watching the moon come up. 
In the conversation he happened to mention that researchers 
have discovered that, with each passing year, young people 
are spending more time with members of their own age 
group and less time with their families.

I got as far as “ Let there be light” and the phone 
rang. 


As I listened to my daughter’s extended conversation, 
I suddenly realized that she had been stricken by a virulent 
malady that seems to be epidemic among teen-agers today 
-- telephonitis. 


One of these days. I’m going to look up and sec that 
phone growing out of the left side of her head. 


Once again I put my foot down. During Quiet Time 
there would be no phone calls. 


For a few weeks everything seemed to go fine. We 
read a chapter of the Bible each day and then spent 
the rest of the time simply talking. Then a string of 
activities and commitments hit us and we didn’t get together 
for about a week. Then we got to the “ begats” in the 
Bible and I started to lose my audience. 


One night as I was reading about Muppim, Huppim 
and Ard (Genesis 46:21), I happened to look up. My wife

City -Co unty Planning Dept., no pro blem with 
the request was anticipated, since the delay 
in acquisitio n was due to a co ndemnatio n pro ­ 
ceeding in a co urt case.

Acco rding to the agreement with HUD, 
land acquisitio n was to be co mpleted Tues­ 
day. 
Christensen no ted that the State Ro ads 
Dept, also has a co ndemuatio n pro ceeding 
under way and that the land will hav e to be 
purchased fro m the department fo llo wing its 
co urt case. 


The park will stretch so me seven milc.i 
so uth o f Linco ln generally parallel to Salt Creek 
and U.S. 77. Except fo r the pro blem cases, 
land acquisitio n is co mplete, said Christensen. 


The 1,329 -acre park is being dev elo ped with 
the aid o f $37 8,688 in matching funds fro m 
HUD. The mo ney has been ex tended under 
two applicatio ns fo r funds. 


In its first applicatio n, HUD granted the 
co unty $146,462 to acquire 641 acres. The seco nd 
applicatio n requested $229 ,026 to help acquire 
688 acres o f land. 


State Crime Unit 
Requests $25,000 


In an effo rt to keep better tab o n just 
ho w much crime exists in Nebraska, the state’s 
Co mmissio n o n Law Enfo rcement and Criminal 
Justice is preparing to make applicatio n fo r 
a $25,000 federal grant, Walter Weaver, co m­ 
missio n executive directo r, has repo rted. 
The pro g ram wo uld hav e all lo cal law 
enfo rcement ag encies making reg ular crime 
incident repo rts directly to state g o v ernment 
instead o f the Federal Bureau o f Inv estig atio n 
(FBI). 
At the state level, lo cal repo rts wo uld be 
co mputerized. And, Weaver said, a co mputer 
printo ut o f Nebraska crime statistics wo uld 
be furnished the FBI. 
The law passed by the 
1969 Legislatiu-e 
establishing the state co mmissio n also made 
it the duly “o f all public o fficers and agencies 
who se 
functio ns 
include 
the 
co ntro l, 
ap­ 
prehensio n, trial o r co rrectio n o f criminal o f­ 
fenders to pro vide such info rmatio n, reco rds 
and repo rts as the co mmissio n shall reaso nably 
require.” 
Weav er said tiiat at the present time, o nly 
111 o f mo re than 500 lo cal law enfo rcement 
ag encies in Nebraska send reg ular crime inci­ 
dent repo rts to the FBI. 
So me o f the small lo cal ag encies, o ften 
manned by o nly o ne o r two o fficers, hav e 
co mplained in the past they do no t hav e time 
fo r the kind o f reco rd keeping inv o lv ed in 
pro ducing FBI crime data. 
The $25,000 wo uld be used to purchase 
co mputer time and emplo y o ne perso n to assist 
lo cal ag encies in starting a repo rting pro ­ 
g ram.

Info rma tio n A Public Rig ht 
At the Univ ersity of Missou ri School of Jou rnalism at 
Colu mbia there is a Freed om of Information Center whose 
ex istence is not wid ely k nown to those ou tsid e jou rnalism. 
The fu nction of the center is to collect d ata relating to 
the gathering and d istribu tion of news. Its p u blications are 
av ailable to all p ersons interested in freed om of information 
both here and abroad . 


If the news media were no t dea ling with info rma tio n 
a ffecting the o pera tio n o f demo cra tic institutio ns a nd the 
functio ning o f mo dern so ciety , it wo uld be mo re difficult 
to ma ke a ca se fo r freedo m o f the press. But, essentia lly , 
the rig ht ex ists fo r news co nsumers a nd is ba sed o n the 
a ssumptio n tha t peo ple ha v e a “ rig ht to kno w.” 


The “Fol (Freed om of Information) Digest,” p u blished 
p eriod ically by the Center, chronicles continu ing efforts to 
k eep channels of information op en. It relates in a cu rrent 
issu e p roblems d ealing with the su ggested licensing of 
newsmen, the growing concern of newsmen ov er gov ernment 
su bp oenas of their stories and imp u blished notes, the d if­ 
ficu lties of ex tracting information from comp u terized record s 
in city halls, the p roblems of p re-trial p u blicity , the city 
licensing of newsboy s and similar su bjects. 


Concern ov er the flow of information is by no means 
ex p ressed solely by newsmen. Say s Sen. Stu art Sy mington, 
D-Mo.: 


“ It is my perso na l co nv ictio n tha t pro ba bly the chief 
rea so n the United Sta tes fa ces so ma ny pro blems to da y 
— fina ncia l a nd o therwise — is beca use o f the fa ilure 
in pa st y ea rs o f the ex ecutiv e bra nch to g iv e a dequa te 
reco g nitio n to the rig ht o f the America n peo ple to kno w 
wha t is being do ne with their ta x do lla rs.” 


In the scientific commu nity . Dr. Ed ward Teller, one 
of the d ev elop ers of atomic and hy d rogen bombs, say s 
tliat secrecy 
is “confu sing 
the American p u blic and 
fru strating the d emocratic p rocess.” 
The p u blic is k eenly aware these d ay s of the u ses 
the news med ia mak e of information at hand . No less 
im{)ortant to p ress and p u blic is the p rep u blication battle 
of access to information and to relativ e p oints of v iew.

Hadley said the policy has 
been that male students and 
faculty members may wear 
their hair down to their col­ 
lars. 
The board feels such policy 
leads to good grooming which 
( ontributes to good citizenship 
and gives students pride in 
their school system, Hadley 
said. 
J’he board has not required 
that hair be cut by a pro­ 
fessional person but this has 
been recommended in some 
instances where the person was 
unable to care for his hair 
himself. 
Young Black said he has been 
cutting his own hair but that 
this has not been acceptable to 
school 
officials 
who 
have 
"insisted that his hair be cut by 
a barber.” His mother has 
asked the school board to 
modify the rule, the boy said in 
his complaint. 
In the motion to dismiss, the 
school board said the complaint 
fails to state a cause of action 
by which any judgment can be

The University of Nebraska

Russell No t Reg retting Retiring , No w J ust Seek ing A merica

Part-time actor and full-time American crusader Bill 
R ussell has no regrets about leaving the world-famous Boston 
Celtics. 
“ I’m glad I decided to quit professional basketball,” 
R ussell said in an interview after his speech at the Nebraska 
Union Tuesday. 
“ If I would have continued to play this year,” the 
36-year-old R ussell added, “ I would have become a 
mercenary, not a professional athlete. 
“A mercenary plays for money,” he explained. “ A 
professional get paid for the work he does. I was a 
professional because I played more for enjoyment and 
estabUshed goals than for money.” 
The primary force behind the Celts’ 11 world cham­ 
pionships in the last 12 years, R ussell launched a speaking 
tour which will take him to 65 college campuses because 
“ I want to get to know myself better, and I’m trying 
to find America.” 
He did find an overflow Union crowd receptive to his 
humor, his philosophy and Ms political barbs aimed at 
the Nixon administration. 
However, R ussell emphasized he has no political ambi­ 
tions of his own. “ I don’t for two reasons,” he says. 


‘First, I’m Jmsically intelligent and second. I’m basically 
honest. 
“ But from what I understand,” he joked, “ in Nebraska 
I just might make it because I’m mediocre. Actually, I’m 
monumentally unqualified.” 
Political cleavages helped explain the still existing 
ideological rivalry between R ussell and Wilt Chamberlain. 
“ He’s an ultra-conservative,” the fashionably liberal 
R ussell commented, “ and I’m certainly not a charter member 
of his fan club.” 
Would he speak to Chamberlain on the street? 
“ Definitely not,” R ussell says, “ and I doubt if he’d 
really care.” 
Former professional football star Jim Brown, who is 
now constructing a solid movie career, is a political and 
personal friend of R ussell’s. 
The pair was instrumental in the establishment of the 
Black Economic Union which “ helps blacks get on their 
feet financially through the concept of self-help.” 
Although R ussell’s foremost project is to see America, 
he’s not ruling out a possible return to basketball. 
“ I quit basketball mainly because I was tired of it,” 
R ussell says. “ I’m not ready to return to it yet, but if 
I 
do, it will probably be on the high school or 
junior 
college coaching level.”

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One of R ussell’s most serious messages was directed 
at the youth drug problem. 
“ I get high on truth,” R ussell said. “ Marijuana and 
alcohol are just a cop out. Truth is beautiful. I groove 
on it. I don’t need stimulants to see beauty.” 
One of R ussell’s favorite stories involves an international 
basketball game in Belgrade, Yugoslavia. 
The game developed into a rough second half. “ They 
didn’t have any American flags and murdered our national 
anthem,” R ussell recalled. “ They got away with too much 
in the first half. We had what you might call a pick 


up team . . . guys like Bob Pettit, Oscar R obertson, Tommy 
Heinsohn . . .” 
R ussell, who wears a 1957 world championship 
ring 
on 
his left hand (his first) and 
a 1969 championship ring 
on 
his right hand 
(his last), sees a reduction in the 
astronomical bonus figures after the NBA and ABA merge. 
“ The bonuses are beautiful,” R ussell said, “ and I like 
to 
feel I developed 
the game to the 
point where they 
got to make those bonuses. It’s interesting that in 
the 
last year I played, I made more money than the whole 
team did in the first year I played.” 
R ussell says being a player-coach for the Celtics in 
his last three seasons produced some tense times. 
“ One time I was so mad at the team,” R ussell said, 
“ that I was going to beat them up, one by one. 
“ But,” he added with a grin, “ a guy by the name 
of Wayne Embry talked me out of it.” 
R ussell’s next motion picture assignment is playing a 
“ bad cowboy” in a movie to be shot in Spain. 
“ It’s about time we blacks got the bad guy roles,” 
R ussell offered. “ Sidney Poitier’s roles are always so sterile. 
Besides, I think I’ll fit the bad guy part.” 
R ussell’s other ambition is to start a syndicated television 
talk show. “ I don’t know what the distribution would be,” 
he says, “ but I’d want it to reach a lot of people.”

Ea g er Dick inso n Lo o k ing Fo rwa rd to Meet

When Len Dickinson talks 
about wrestling, there’s ex­ 
citement in his eyes. 
The East High state 151- 
pound champion is also puie 
excitement when he’s on the 
mat. Thus, the National AAU 
Freestyle Wrestling Tourna­ 
ment opening Thursday at the 
NU Coliseum should be right up 
bis alley. 
“ I like freestyle better. You 
can run up a higher score and 
it’s basically a takedown st>le 
where I’ve shown best. I like to 
take guys down, let them up 
and take them down again,” 
says the blond Spartan senior. 


Dickinson, who has won 47 
consecutive 
high 
school 
matches, will be entered as a 
163-pounder in only his third 


major freestlye tourney at the 
Coliseum through Saturday. 
The Junior World Tourna­ 
ment in 1969 at Worland, Wyo., 
and 
last 
weekend’s 
U.S. 
Wrestling Federation Cham­ 
pionships at Stillwater, Okla., 
were Len’s other cracks at the 
international style. 
He won two matches, 18-3 
and 18-6, before being pinned 
twice in the latter meet. “ I was 
ahead on points in that first pin 
match and got caught in a head 
lock that I wasn’t used to,” 
Dickinson noted. 
Len may see a number of 
different holds by some of the 
best freestylers this country 
has to offer in the 
AAU 
tourney. 
He will be up nine pounds 
from his normal high school 
wrestling weight, but closer to 


the 175 he maintained on the 
East High football team. 


“ It’s probably not my best 
wrestling weight, but near mv 
normal weight. I ’ve never had 
to worry about my weight since 
midget football when I had to 
cut from 125 to 116. 
“ That program did a lot for 
me because I was on protein 
diet. 1 was stiff every night, but 
got the baby fat off,” says Len. 
Dickinson has 
never 
lifted 
weights, but expects to stan 
this summer to further develop 
his strong back. 
Len points out that he’s “ u 
contact sport man. I tried 
baseball as a first baseman as 
a sophomore, but there was no 
action standing around.” He 
also is an accomplished water 
polo performer for the East 
Side Water Club which won a 


bronze medal at the Junior 
Olympics. 
Dickinson is uncertain about 
a college wrestling career. He 
has had an opportunity to see 
how other Big Eight schools 
support the sport and has faced 
some of the best high schoolers 
from the midwest. 
R eferring to NCAA champion 
Iowa State’s program, he ex 
plains, “ when a college like 
that is big in a state and the 
team looks up to a wrestler like 
Dan Gable with his strict con­ 
ditioning program, it goes right 
down the line and feeds back 
into the high schools. 
“ It would be great going to a 
school like Oklahoma State, 
(and he included other Big 
Eight powers like Iowa State 
and Oklahoma) but you have to 
think about your education too. 
It’s hard to keep your grades 


up in schools like those because 
you’re always w r e s t l i n g 
somewhere in tournaments.” 
Dickinson is as dedicated to 
his sport as any young man can 
be in a character-building ac­ 
tivity like wrestling. He’s been 
working every day after school 
for three weeks leading up to 
this meet. 


“You have to be in better 
physical condition for freestyle 
because of the three-minute 
periods (two in high school) 
It’s more exhausting, there’s no 
sitting on the bottom waiting 
for something to happen. You 
have to move.” 
Sessions at the 
Coliseum 
Thursday through Saturday are 
at 1 and 7 p.m. The black mkrk 
system of elimination is used, 
with six marks dropping a 
competitor from the meet.

Speaking to an audience of 25, 
many of wh om were interested 
in student activity in Germany, 
Pfuh l centered h is comments 
mainly on ch anges wh ich h a ve 
come about in West Germany 
during th e last several years 
because of students’ interest in 
ch ange.

Pfuh l 
remarked, “ are idealistic about 
wh at th ey want.”

Wash ington — Officials of Nebraska Con­ 
solidated Communications Corp. (NCCC) of 
Lincoln h ave filed applications with th e Federal 
Communication Commission (FCC) for a 3.5(K»- 
mile $15 million common-carrier microwaxe 
system designed to serve major cities in 14 
central and south ern states. 
Th e filing was apparently th e second 
largest application of record for th e nation's 
newly auth orized common-carrier communic a­ 
tions network. 
Traditionally, th e FCC h as proh ibited com­ 
petition in th e field of common-carrier com­ 
munications 
service, 
but 
th is 
stand 
w a s- 
reversed by an August, 1969, FCC ruling. 
Filing th e applications by NCCC was th e 
first formal step toward placing th e firm in 
competition with th e Bell companies in long-line 
common-carrier service. 
Involving 
130 separate microwave sites 
along 
th e 
14-state 
route, 
th e 
applications 
weigh ed more th an 100 pounds and stood nearly 
five feet h igh .

Sta te Crime Unit 
Requests $2 5 ,0 0 0 


In an effort to keep better tab on just 
h ow much crime exists in Nebraska, th e state’s 
Commission on Law Enforcement and Criminal 
Justice is preparing to make application for 
a $25,000 federal grant, Walter Weaver, com­ 
mission executive director, h as reported. 
Th e program would h ave all local law 
enforcement agencies making regular crime 
incident reports directly to state government 
instead of th e Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI). 
At th e state level, local reports would be 
computerized. And, Weaver said, a computer 
printout of Nebraska crime statistics would 
be furnish ed th e P"BI. 
Th e law passed by th e» 1969 Legislature 
establish ing th e state commission also made 
it th e duty “of all public officers and agencies 
wh ose 
functions 
include 
th e 
control, 
ap­ 
preh ension, trial or correction of criminal of­ 
fenders to provide such information, records 
and reports as th e commission sh all reasonably 
require.” 
Weaver said th at at th e present time, only 
111 of more th an 500 local law enforcement 
agencies in Nebraska send regular crime inci­ 
dent reports to th e FBIL 
Some of th e small local agencies, often 
manned by only one or two officers, h ave 
complained in th e past th ey do not h ave time 
for th e kind of record keeping involved in 
producing FBI crime data. 
Th e $25,000 would be used to purch ase 
computer time and employ one person to assist 
IcK'al agencies in starting a reporting pro­ 
gram.
